Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eleventh Year of the Republic

THE INDIAN TRADE UNIONS (AMENDMENT) 

ACT, 1960 
No. 42 of 1960 
[21st September, 1960] 

An Act further to amend the Indian Trade Unions Act, 1926. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Eleventh Year of the Republic 
xf India as follows:— 

1. This Act may be called the Indian Trade Unions (Amendment) 

Act, 1960. 

2. In the long title of, and the preamble to, the Indian Trade 
Unions Act, 1926 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), the i 6 ofip 26 . 
words “in the Provinces of India” shall be omitted- 

3. For clause (/) of section 2 of the principal Act, the following 
clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

‘(f) “Registrar” means— 

(i) a Registrar of Trade Unions appointed by the 
appropriate Government under section 3, and includes any 
Additional or Deputy Registrar of Trade Unions; and 
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(ii) in relation to any Trade Union, the R^gi-dra: 
appointed for the State in which the head or registered office, 
as the case may be, of the Trade Union is situated;’.
